This year, in September, because of low student pop- 
ulation, the North Lovell School was closed for the school 
year, The students from North Lovell are transported to the 
Annie HealdSchoolby Mr, Gilman, The parents have in- 
dicated that their children have gained educationally be- 
cause of the change, 


Many opinions were expressed that the subprimary was 
deleted this year in order to bring in the North Lovell chil- 
dren, This was not the case, Rather a redistribution of the 
pupils was made at the various grade levels, making a 
teacher responsible for two grades instead of three as in the 
past, which caused the deletion of the subprimary, 


In the warrant of the annual town meeting there will 
be an article to see if the town will vote toclose the North 
Lovell School, If this is not passed, the school committee | 
will be obligated by law to reopen the school in the Fall 
of 1962 regardless of the number of children who might 
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attend, The budget as drawn up does not include funds to 
Operate the North Lovell School, 


This year several physical changes were made at the 
Annie Heald School, They are as follows: 

A fire alarm was installed in the building which may 
be heard, Last Spring I executed a fire drill at the school 
and even though I was in the hall just outside a classroom 
I could not hear the alarm, The alarm is now a distinct 
sound, different from any bells, It may be set off auto- 
matically inthe furnace room in case an extreme amount 
of heat is released or from the upstairs hall or from the 
lunch room kitchen area, 


Anew service entrance for electrical power with a new 
fuse panel was installed, Circuits were rewired to do away 
with overloaded circuits, LastSpring, if you recall, it was 
impossible to have all the lights on in classrooms without 
blowing of fuses, When fuses are blowing it is a sign of 
overloaded circuits and fire is often started by overloaded 
circuits, 


Fire doors were constructed at the basement level to 
contain any fire from spreading upthe stairs, This was done 
at the recommendation of the State Insurance Commission- 
er, This has also aided in the more even heating of the 
school as ithas prevented all the warm air in the basement 
from going upstairs making the upstairs too warm and 
downstairs cool, | 

Bookcases were constructed in two rooms which had 
very poor book storage space, Bulletin boards were fasten- 
ed to folding doors between clasrooms making it possible 
to display work of the children, 

New fluorescent lights were installedin Mrs, Chandler's 
room asher room is on the darkest side of the building, It 
isestimated that these new fixtures being fluorescent will 
pay for themselvesina four year period in electricity sav- 
ed, Itis the opinion of the school committee that the lights 


should be changed in Mrs, Cook's and Mrs, Harriman's 


rooms tohave better lighting and also to save on the elec- 
trical bills, 

As you will note, the School Department has overex- 
pended on maintenance and equipment, Estimates were 
received for the various jobs before they were started, but 
the labor cost for installation and construction far exceeded 
the estimates and therefore an overdraft was incurred of 
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$468, 10. This year the Superintending School Committee 
recommends the raising of $1,500, 00 which will take care 
of the above mentioned overdraft, At the present time 25 
new desk and chair units are in use in Mrs, Harriman's 
classroom, In the fall the school committee was asked to 
secure new desks and chairs to replace those already on 
hand that were in poor repair, This was done with the 
understanding that they would be paid for out of this year's 
budget. They have already been paid for at a cost of $459 
in January of 1962. Considering these two items $927, 10 
has already been spent of the requested $1,500.00. 


Secondary tuition has taken a bigger jump than was 
forecast last year, The current year is estimated at $550 
instead of the $505 estimated by me a year ago, A mutual 
agreement between Mr, Richards, Principal of Fryeburg 
Academy, and myself has resulted in the following plan 
for payment, $250 willbe paid for each student in Novem- 
ber. $200 will be paid at the start of the second semester 
and the balance will be paid at the close of the school year 
when the State average secondary per pupil cost is known, 
This is helpful for budgeting purposes, as by the time of 
preparing the town’s budget some estimation is possible of 
what is needed to pay the remaining cost for the school 
year in progress and then a fixed amount of $250 will be 
paid in November, 


This year for budget purposes there are forty students 
in secondary school, Itis necessary to raise 40x$300 which 
is $12,000, Next fall it is estimated that there will be 
forty-eight students in secondary school, 48x$250-$12, 000. 
Then, considering that thisis leaving no coverage for pos- 
sible families that move in, an extra $1,000 is added to 
round out the budget requirement to $25, 000. 

The State of Maine now has an educational television 
station whichis increasing the number of programs geared 
toelementary teaching, At the same time history is being 
made each day and is covered by television, Last year it 
was planned to buy a television set from the amount bud- 
geted for Maintenance and Equipment but there wasn't e- - 
nough money to cover the needs and so a set was never pur- 
chased, This year the school committee has requested that 
a special article be inserted to purchase a television set 
and have antenna installed and wired to each classroom. 


The school committee meets the second Thursday of 
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each month unless postponed for some good reason, They 
extend a welcome and invitation to all citizens to attend 
these meetings, 

I wish to thank all the citizens who have helped in any 
way tomake the school year a success and also the mem- 
bers of the Lovell Superintending School Committee for 
their diligent help and timely advice,

LOVELL - 1961 


The general purpose of Public Health Nursing is to help 
people and the community asa whole to achieve and maiir 
tain optimal health, Your public health nurse carries out 
this purpose by giving preventive, therapeutic, and re- 
habilitative services to individuals and families in their 
homes; through health services in schools; and through or- 
ganized community programs for prevention of illness and 
promotion of health, 


A summary of public health nursing services given in 
the town of Lovell during the year 1961 follows: 


During the year there have been eleven visits made to 
your town to twenty~four individual families to discuss any 
health problems, to offer suggestions, to encourage parents 
to provide good nutrition, medical and dental care, and 
to inform them of communicable disease protection, 


The age group visited at home were: Infants 2, Pre- 
school 17, Adults 4, 

Types of cases visited were: Hard of Hearing, Mental 
Health, Communicable Diseases and Crippled Children, 


School Health Services: Health counseling, referral 
for evaluation and treatment of physical, mental and e- 
motionalhealth problems, and liason between school and 
home are important tunctions of your public health nurse 
in the schoolhealth service program, There have been six 
visits to your school and twenty-six home visits to school 
children, School physical examinations(in selective grades) 
and immunizations will be due in the spring. 


Now that Polio Boosters are recommended every two 
years, adults as well as children should continue their im- 
munizations to maintain maximum protection, 


Child Health Conferences were held in the spring. 
These provide health supervision for infants and preschvol 
children, give parents instruction in health care of their 
children, interpret to parents the medical appraisal of the © 
infant and preschool child, the detection of defects and 
handicaps and referral for medical care, and the need for 
continuous supervision of the well child.

Report of the Eastern Slope Airport Authority: 


The year 1961 has seen the beginnings of a year-round, 
lighted airport, serving the entire Eastern Slope Region. 
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Thus was achieved the culmination of the efforts of many 
devoted persons who have worked so hard to make this 
dream a reality, The wonderful cooperation of 14 towns, 
2 States and the Federal Government had made funds a= 
vailable during 1960, but many problems still contronted 
us at the beginning of the year, An engineer, the James 
W. Sewell Company,of Old Town, Maine, had already 
been engaged, and in early 1961 the construction contract 
was put out for bids, No request for operating funds was 
made to the towns at their annual meetings in 1961, since 
we didnot yetknow when, if ever, there would be an air- 
port, The bids were opened, and the low bidder was found 
tobe H.E, Sargent, Inc., of Stillwater, Maine, to which 
the general contract was later awarded, First, however, 
additional funds were necessary, since initial estimates 
had turned out to be inadequate, The County Commissioners 
of Oxford County worked with the Maine Legislature to ob- 
tain permission for the county to donate $15,000.00 to- 
wards the project. The N.H, Legislature rushed through a 
special law to permit the State of N.H. to contribute an 
additional $4, 911.00,The State of Maine and the Federal 
Government consented to increase their grants proportion- 
ately. Then the land was bought, over 500 acres, with 
hazard beacon lights on Stark’s Hill and Bald Hill, Con- 
struction proceeded much more quickly than hoped, and 
the airport was dedicated to public use on Oct, 15, 1961, 
Some final details of the construction will not be complet- 
ed until 1962, but the airport will be open for use, and 
lighted, all through the winter, 


Your authority has been presented with many problems 
in this first winter of operation, It has not proved feasible 
to obtain an operator at this time of the year, so an atten- 
danthas had to be employed, We anticipate that a fixed- 
base operator will be found by the summer of 1962, A 
semi-public telephone was installed, signs for the airport 
erected, and tie-downs obtained, The Town of Fryeburg 
has leased to the Authority its house trailer for the use of 
the attendantduring the winter months, This necessitated 
bulldozing, grading and the location and development of 
a water supply, Perhaps our greatest problem has been 


snow removal, Wehave been fortunate enough to help the © 


Town of Fryeburg obtain a surplus snow-blower under the 
civil defense program, and this will be available for use 
at the airport, Considerable expense has been incurred to 
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put the blower in operating condition, but we are hopeful 
_ that it will soon go a long way towards solving our snow 

troubles. Negotiations are now under way to get gasoline 
facilities atthe airport, Private interests in the area have, 
through minimum guarantees, secured scheduled air ser- 
vice into the airport, The State-of Maine is planning to 
install radio service, 


All these operations have been accomplished through © 
private donations, from both commercial and non-profit 
sources, These contributions have been made to tide the 
airport over until it could apply to the various towns for 
operating funds at their annual meetings in 1962. We are 
unlikely to get similar private contributions for operating 
expenses in the future, Frankly, we admit we have made 
mistakes, and you maybe certain that we will make more 
as we learn the'complications an airport creates, However, 
as our other modes of transportation grow less available, 
the airport will assume more and more importance, Al- 
ready we have had inquiries from industrial realtors who 
see the airport as vital to future industries in the area, We 
need the help of every town to make the airport pass through 
its growing period into the phase when it will make a sub- 
stantial contribution to the well-being of the area, We urge 
every town which contributed to the building of the airport 
to back up its investment with the operating funds we need 
for 1962. Itemized above are our receipts and expenses to 
date, our estimated operating budget for 1962, and the 
allocation which we recommend among the several towns,

ALL TAXPAYERS SHOULD READ THE FOLLOWING 
REQUIREMENTS AND COMPLY WITH THEM 


Chapter 81, Section 35 of the Revised Statutes of Maine, 
require the Assessors to give notice to bring in lists of taxable 
property: if no lists are brought in, no claim for abatement, 


“Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give sea- 
sonable notice in writing to the inhabitants by posting no- 
tifications insome public place in town, or shall notify them 
in such other way as the town directs, to make and bring in 
to them true and pertect lists of their polls, and all their es- 
tates, real and personal, not by law exempt from taxation, 
of which they are possessed on the first day of April of the 


same year, If any resident owner after such notice, or any 
non-resident owner after being reasonably requested thereto 


by the assessors, does not bringinsuch a list, he is thereby 
barred of his right to make application to the assessors, or 
county commissioners, for any abatement of his taxes, un- 
less he offers such list with his application and satisfies them 
thathe was unable to offer it at the time appointed. The re- 
quest upon non-resident owners may be proved by a notice 
sent by mail to the last known address of the taxpayer or given 
by any other method that brings notice home to the taxpayer,"
